The Peace Rivor Gold Fields. 

Every year is adding'to oar' < knowledge of 
-tlie exteastveDesB of oar-goUl fields. Our 
niiners'"'Bre'!oreepiDg"up the auriferous 
arteries which drain every porticm of this 
northwestern empire. Slowlj (he riches of 
the Columbia, the Thompson, tho Eraser, 
the Slickeen, and Nass Rivers ure becoming 
unfolded; and no\'-' Peace lliver, whoso 
oulist is on the other sida of tho Rocky 
Mountains, is coming in for its share of ex- 
ploration. Parties of miners are organ- 
izing la tbe upper country for the purpose uf 
mining on tbe headwaters of that river ne.Kt 
?sp*ing.f* -Most of Ihera, we beHeye,'do not 
expect to -get farther up this fall than Fort 
Georgej where they will remain all winter 
with their pack animals and a plentiful sup- 
ply of provisions and tools ready for an early 
start in the spring. Tlie coiir-ie usuully fol- 
lowed by the Hudson Buy Company's ser- 
vants going to thiit rivoi- is by ouiioe up tliu 
t,Stuart lliver to Fort James, at the head of 
'Stewart's Lake, thence across to tho north- 
eastern side of the lake ; from this point to 
! MoLedd's Foit, at the outlet, of Mo(..eod's 
Lake into the Peace River, the journey is 
prairie— nearly altogether by .land. This trip, 
we believe, can bo made inside often days. 
But at tho same time we have no doubt that 
a much shorter route exists by way of the 
Salmon River, a few miles north of Fort 
George. As tho crow flics, the distance be- 
tween- MoLeod's 'Fort and. Fort George 
cannot be more than one hundred miles, 
if it be evsn so grear, which we doubt. 
A spur of the Pvocky Mountains called 
the Babiiio or Peaked Mountains forms the 
watershed between the Fraser and the head- 
waters of the Peace River. From McLeod's 
Lake the latter river runs northeast through a 
pass in tbe Rocky, Mountains,,, McLean, the 
author of " Notes ol ii Twetily-five Years' in 
tho H. Ji. Company's Hervice," made the pas- 
• sage in 1 SI?;? between the pass in the moun- 
tains and McLeod's in .seven days, and be- 
tween the latter place and Fort James, at the 
head ol Stuart River, in three days. Alter 
leaving the Rocky Mouiitnina, the spurs on 
each side of tho Peace River recede to a con- 
siderable distance, leaving a flat, yielding tim- 
ber of a largo growth. The deserijition of the 
country thus given Ijy^Mcfjean, corresponds 
with the accounts of^Hic conntry Uronglit 
down this summer by p.trtics who hud ijcen 
ruining there, and who had returned for sn|;- 
plies. They described it as a tolerably open 
country, covered with a fertile soil, and having 
a climate in summer in every way superior to 
Cariboo. As to its character as a gold Held, 
of course \vu can as yut say little. 'I'liat 
gold in considerable quantities 1ms been found 
there we have no donht. The miners who 
came down for supplies appeared to have 
plenty of dust to pay for all they required ; 
even lusur/es wore pnrchascil by tlieni. 
Mr. Ogden,of Ft. James at his last visit to this 
eity (this summer) ijruugbl down some vary 
fine specimens found in that country. Fur- 
ther than this we cannot speak at present. 
The Upper. FraseX'Hiyet . route inusi, of 
course, ba the oliannel through which all 
supplies will pass to the Poaee River mines 
for some time to come, if a good road 
could bo made from Buntinck Arm or Bntn 
Inlet to some point near Furl George, these 
mines might be reached in as short a time 
as those of Cariboo are now. If tho new 
diggings should turn out to be of tbe ohar« 
iacter reported by those who have been 
there— that is in ilats — they vvill. aflford em- 
ployment to a large number of miners and 
good chuaces for all. 

KevTB from Spanish America. 

From Buenos Ayres we have, via the 
Andes, dates to July 20th. The Congress of 
thei'Argentine Confederation had decided 
that Baenos Ayres shall be the provisional 
oapital for five years, until the necessary 
preparations be made in the new federalized 
capital of San Fernando. General Mitro 
was Acting President, and, no doubt, was 
chosen to fill the Presidential Chair for 
the term on the 27th or 28th July. The 
National Congress still continued its sittings, 
and was endeavoring to restore the credit of 
the republic. Peaeo wa.s fully restored in 
all the provinces, with the exception of 
Indian raids on the northern frontiers of 
Santa Fe. Tbe Cordoba Railway has been 
revived, and a company was forming with a 
capital of 81,000,000. Great efTorls were be- 
ing made to try cotton growing on an exten- 
sive scale. The San Juan silver mines are 
reported very ricii. England and France 
have obtained from Uruguay the recognition 
of their claims as a naliunal debt. 

We have very lillle news from Brazil. 
Business rather dull. The failure of the 
banking company at Pernambuco had causoii 
,the stoppage of several native firms, but 
confidence had in a great'nieiasure' been 
again restored. From Chili we hear of a 
fire at Valpnraizo, and the discussions in the 
Chambers on the abolition of the export duly 
on copper. All was quiet at Bolivia. The 
r)3d anniversary of tho first attempt for Inde- 
pendence had been celebrated with great 
demonstrations. By a recent decree, 31 
prinaary solioola ' have been: established in 
Coohabambn, and 41 in La Paz, Wo have 
Peruvian (iaies to August 1 Itli. The Gov- 
ernment have granted .Mu>sr.s. Larl;in &; 
Moore the exclusive privilege of importing 
kerosene oil for ten years. Tho merchants 
protest against the monopoly, A movement 
vfas^nrkaking at Lima for the relief of Me.\i- 
oan soldiers wounded in battle with the 
French. Congress was silling, but nothing 
of any moment had Irau-spireil. A treaty 
has recently been eouclnded between 
Arboleda, of New Grenada, and the Presi- 
dent of Equador, by which the latter agrees 
to aid the cause nf the conservatives in the 
lleputlio of Columbia. 'I'his will have a 
great tendency to lead to a w;ir between 
Mosquera, tho liberal general now in power 
in New Grenada, and the F.quadorians. 

Several priuats and nuns left Panama on 
the 9th ult. for South America by decree of 
the government. The Panama Bnlklin 
says that the people gathered in crowds and 
\vept||0vur their dcnarlure. Tho govern- 
ment of llie Uniltd i^latOH and Guatemala 
tiavo concluded a convenlion for tho rcjjMlar ; 



exubauge of mails via Panama. Th« U. S. 
exchange olUces being Now York and San 
Francisco, and tho City of Gaatemala being 
tho office nf that republic. 

From Me.vioo we have dates to August 
31. The French genorul Loronoe/. was still 
entreuohodnt Orizaba, where with 2000 men 
be^ might resist tho whole Alexican force. 
Vessel! of war and transports were continu- 
ing, to arrive at Vern Cruz.. The yellow 
foTerhad laid up a great many of the'gur> 
risen of that city and extended its attacks to 
the vessels in port. The troops at Orizaba, 
over 5000 in number, were quite healthy 
The Mexican Government seom quite nu- 
abte to take advantage of the smallness ol 
tho French force and will evidently present 
no obstacle of any moment to the taking 
possession of their capital by tho French. 
A decree has been published by the Gov- 
ernment for the construction of a railway 
from Mexico to Chalea. The capital of liie 
company is fixed at S2,000,OUO. The export 
duty on mineral ores by way of the Gulf ut 
California has been abolished and a duty on 
pearl-shells and hides imposed.
